Watcjics were originally made of 


steel and iron. No glasses were used 
until about 1G15, tho cases being 
wholly of metal, and to admit of 
readily seeing the time the cover of 
tlio face was sometimes perforated in 
ologant designs. Instead of the form 
now universally adopted, various styles 
of casing wore employed, such as 
globnlur, octangular, cruciform, skull, 
urorn, pear, lemon, tulip, bird, and in 
fact, nearly every imaginable shape 
that'ingemiity could invent or caprice 
suggest, and as a consequence of this 
and the fact that many of thoso watches 
wore provided with striking move- 
ments, they were so bulky that it was 
inconvenient to carry them in the 
pocket, and they were hung at the 
girdle with swivels, so that their faces 
could be readily turned for observa- 
tion without being removed from their 
position. Thu hairspring was not in- 
troduced until about 1668, and was a

improvement on the early 


watches. About a century later the 
smallest repeating watch ever made 
wns presented to George III. of Eng- 
land.

Killed

MOUNT PLEASANT, Tcnn.. July 13.—Yes 


terday afternoon, between two and three 
o'clock, tlio burial of II.1 met Terry, col- 
ored, having been concluded and the 
crowd dispersing, a severe tinmOcr and 
rain storm came up. A party of nine took 
shelter under a large oak troo standing in 
the cemetery, which was struck by light- 
ning, killing them all instantly. Throe 
others who were sheltered under a linn 
tree close by saw the party of nine killed, 
but were unhurt themselves. They all 
fall In a heap and scorned todio without a 
struggle.* After the coroner's inq uest the 
bodies were taken in charge by relatives 
nnd friends, and will bo mterrod to-day. 


The most'intcnse excitement prevailed 


all the evening and the walling and 
mourning of tho colored 
people was
